a dead man’s name was cleared, 
when a double murderer who carried 
his guilty secret locked up in his 
breast for six long years broke under 
the strain some time last week and, 
after sitting in judgment on himself, 
pronounced the, death sentence. He 
acted as his own executioner, using 
knife and gun. 

William Innis, old time trapper and 
pioneer of Hudson Hope was the cen- 
tral figure in the tragedy. His dead 
body, with gun and knife by his side, 
and a bullet hole through his left 
breast, which had pierced his heart, 
was found behind the barricaded door 
of his cabin by Ole Jolinson, fur buy- 
er, who with an Indian guide, was 
making the rounds of the trappers’ 
cabins. 

Behind the determined suicide 
was the story of a double murder per- 
petrated in the winter of 1919-20, 
which until a few days ago, had re- 
mained one of the unsolved myster- 
ies of the north, and which had left 
the northern police guarding every 
trail to find a missing man suspect- 
ed of killing his partner. 

“Shorty” Webber, another pioneer 
Hope trapper, visited the cabin of 
Innis a few days ago, and it was 
while Innis was showing him some 
snapshots, one of which revealed In- 
nis and Christiansen together, that 
the talk wgaln turned to the myster- 
ious disappearance of this man and

Ifa person de- 
Sires to stop a newspaper, the proper 
way is for him to pay all arrears and 
Set a receipt, or if he is paid, refuse 
to take the paper at the post office 
and have a record made of his re- 
fusal. A man who owed for a news- 
paper could not stop taking it and ex- 
pect the publisher to go without his 
pay. It may be added that no pub- 
lisher wishes to force his newspaper 
On anyone and any subscriber desir: 
ing to discontinue his paper will not 
have the slightest trouble if he does 
so in a henest and businesslike way. 
Hundreds of dollars are lost every 
year to: publishers by those, who after 
a subscription has expired for three 
or six months, discontinue the paper 
and send it back as “refused.” The 
amount is too small for the publisher 
to make a fuss over, but all the same, 
it amounts to a neat little sum in a 
year,

Educa- 
tionists and parents are expected to 
be represented on these bodies.
